I REMINDED the Grand Vizier yesterday that he had told me on Us 
h instant that the Aden boundary question wns to be submitted the following day 
toa Special Couneil of Ministers sitting at Yildiz Palace, that their deliberations would 
certainly result in a new “ Mashatta,"" advising the Sultan to approve of the proposals 





made by Sir Nicholas O'Conor in August Inst, which had been already accepted by the 
Tradé thnt made such n meteoric appearance at the Porte in the early days of October, 
and that the matter would be settle in a day or two.

In view of the ancient friendship between Groat Britain and Turkey, the publication 
of these statements without any“ démenti” had painfully affected His Imporial Majesty. 
Such publications were clearly made with the object of impairing, the sincore and 
friendly relations existing between the two countries, 

Iv was hoped that a coununication would be made to the “Times” which would 
dispose of these assertions, and his Excellency had been requested to approach me on 
the subject. 

Told his Excellency that I had not seen the correspondence to which he referred, 
and I asked him whother hy had brought a copy with him, He said that he had not 
done 0, T replied that if he would supply me with a copy of the letter I would 
consider his request, but that as at present advised I saw no reason for which His 
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Majeaty's Government was called upon to take part in the discussion, Tt was not our 

custom to do so, and if we once began such a practice we should never be able 
to stop.

Mr. Monaban has ali informed me by telegram. dated 20th December, 1904, 
that the Acting Vali of Bussorah invited Ibn Saoud to that place in a friendly letter 
some two months ago, and that, about a month ago, Ibu Saoud's father sent a telegram 
to the Sultan (possibly the communication contained ia my despatch No, 802, Secret, 
of the Sth November, 1908) professing loyulty, but claiming ownership of Kassim, and 
doprecating the dispateh of troops, which would cause bloodshed.

THE Vice-Consul at Kerbala reports as follows about the recent expedition 
inst Ibn Ssond :-— 
A belief lias long been entertained here by the public that the four regiments 
Thn Rashid had been entirely annihilated, and that 
lind sustained a serious de This belief has lately heen confirmed

4. Tho Government of India is aware of the difficulties which exist in the way of 
our ships of war taking any active steps in the matter of these piracies which generally 
occur towards the clowe of the pearling season, ‘The information about a piracy only 
Teaches us after the piracy has heen committed ; and in any case it is practically 
impomsible for our ships of war to put down this kind of piracy,

4. Tt is not, however, with regard to individual eases or the details of them that 
L have thought it necessary to trouble Government. My object is to invite the 
consideration of the Government of India to the general question of the extent to 
Which protection or good offices can now be afforded to subjects of the Sheikh of 
Koweit when in difficulties of the kind above explained. 

It is evident to me that if we wish to maintain our influence with Sheikh 
Mubarek, much less to strengthen it, we must accept some responsibility to see 
ordinary justice moted out to his subjects in places where we have Agents, as far as 
Yies in our power. I'am also inclined to deduce from one or two local incidents that 
there is some tendency on the part of local officials, possibly prompted from outside, 
to make a special set against Koweit subjects at the present time. 

With an Agent at Koweit, and in view of Sheikh Mubarek’s energotie entreaties, 
we shall henceforward be in a stronger position to use our influence in the direction 
desired ; and, while on this subject, I venture to inquire whether we might not now 
press the Sheikh to adopt a distinctive device for his fag, which would enable the 
‘essels of his subjects to be identified 


‘At present the fact that Koweit dhows fly the Turkish flag unaltered in any way 


makes it easy for Customs officials to ignore their Koweit origin, and encourages 
Turkish Consular reprosentatives who wish to obtrade their expensive protection.

M. Waifelnert added that it was not in bis power to discuss the matter further at 
Bushiro, as n report of the capture had already been dispatched to ‘Tehran, presumably 
from Mohammerah, 

‘3. The position of British Consalar officers in Persin with rogardl to Koweit

I fail to see where the error of judginent on M. Bahnson’s part comes 
fn, It appears to me that you soem to think very lightly about Sheikh Ali-bin-Almed 
land his followers and his servants entering my house without my eonsent, and behaving 
& if he had a right to let my enployés he beaten by himself and his nervants, If 
Sheikh Ali thought, after tho first affair between his man and Abdullah jind happened, 
that he had reason (o complain, he ought to haye follawed nnother course which was 
open to him either by informing me of it, by sottling the matter amiesbly,or by directing 
Bimself to the Chief of Balircin.

To one perusing the statements of the witne-ses, it will, 1 have no doubt, suswest 
itself in several places that another person mentioned might bave been called, or that a 
particular point wanted judicially clearing up, It must be remembered, however, that 
after each sitting T interviewed Sheikh [sa and that his attitude gave me little reason to 
hope that my examination of witnesses at all was likely to be anything more than a farce 
owing to his impossible attitude. 

12. December $.—After taking two more statements of persons who had got tired of 
waiting, and had absconded the day before, I proceeded with Captain Prideaux to

13, T explained that the only point on which the evidence of the Arabs seemed to 
throw any doubt was as to wheter, after the collision in the street, it was the Persian 
oo the Arnb boy who struck the first blow ; that that point did not seem to be of the first 
importance, and wax cortainly no excuse for the murderous attack which had been made 
‘on w whole family, including an unfortunate old greybeard, who bad been innocently 
wending his way home after his long Ramzan day in his slo 

T continued that, in spite of his allegation and the stishhad” to the 
effect that it wax the Arabs who had boon attacked and bad suffered, riot a single 
wounded wan was produced or wound proved, nor was there a trace of any. 

It wus altogether contrary to probability’ that this ove family of merchants and men 
of peace (Abdu Nabi's), part of an exceodingly small community of Persians, should for 
& moment dare to got up @ concerted attack upon Arabs in sn Arab town of some 
thousands of inhabitants. 

L thought there was no getting over the fact that a serious offence had been 
committed by a number of rough among his subjects, and that it wax incumbent 
upon him aya Ruler to set axide tix religious prejudices and have adequate justice 
meted out. 

14. T then repeated to him the measures which 1 bad proposed to him before 
(Inclosurd $0), and also repeated that J was prepared to meet him half-way in regard to 
any detail, if he was generally prepared to accept my advice,

Two of my nephows, Ali and Rahkhada, came and told me that my employé 
and weighing man, Ramzan, had heen killed in the bazaar by being beaten to death by 
Arabs, 

T theroupon ran to the bazaar, and found a erowd of people mobbing Ramzan, who 
wan under their feet. I called out, and asked them why they were beating my servant. 
‘They thon caught mo by the collar, and said, “Let us take him to Ali-bin-Ahmed (the 
Sheikh's nephew). ‘They then dragged me a few yaris out of the bazaar, when we 
met-Mansoor-bin-Khairullah, acting Hazaar Master, who rescued me from thelr hands. 

1 then went unmolested to my father’s shop, and found it closed, and my father 
just on the way to his house. I joined him, On the way we met Sheikh Ali-bin- 
Ahmed's negro, Bakheit-el-Nubi, who pretended to pacify me, and to make little of 


what had happened, aod joined ux himself. Close to my house is a mosque called 
Mosjid-i-duma, Ax we approached it I noticed a largo gathering of Arabs armed with 
sticks, daggers, and swords, standing in the road, Bakbeit held up his hands in a 


procatory way, ostensibly as if to say to them, “Let them alone,” and called out, 
Belakum, balakum, " ke, “Take car, take cnn 

I think, however, that it must really have been a prearranged vigu, because they 
immediately made an assault upon us. ‘They hit mo on my hands and arms, upraised for 
self-protection, ax T tried to escape, ‘They caught told of my cloak, which came away 
from my shoulders, and I escaped to the house of \li-bin-Kasin-Buabiri 

‘There was no male in the house, and I went to the women's quarter. ‘Two men 
from the mob followed mo with drawn swords, do not know thelr names, but T can 
recognize them, ‘They beat me with tho flat of their swords, and said, * Lot us take 
kim to Ali-bin-Abmed." 1 “All right; I will go.” I came ‘ax far as the 
threshold, ‘Then I thonght to mysolf that they might kill me, and ran back into the 
house among the women, ‘The xamo two men followed me, and were trying to drag me 
out when the women began to scream, and « man entered (Mahomed-bic-Sarhan (Arab), 
their next-door neighbour, a servant of Ali-bin-Abmed) and took the two assailants out 
‘and left me in the house, and the door was closed.

‘The only reason | can think for this occurrence and the assault upon my employé 
in that it is I, ax hamal bashi, who have had to detect and demand the punishment of 
persons who rob from the lighters and the custom-house. They have not threatened me 
opecly, bot thelr object ix to do me harm with the Sheikh and yet mo out, 

have little of nothing to do with Sheikh Ali-bin-Ahmed personally. After the 
affray, during the night, Sheikh Jsa’s negro came to mo from his master. He asked me 
to overlook what had happened, aud assured mo from the Sheikh that the culprits would 
be adequately punished, I showed tho messenger the critical state of my father and 
brother, and he was very much shocked, and went away to report, 

Jn the morning I went with Captain Prideaux to the Sheikh to Mubarrag. I 
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took the wounded men in a separate boat. 1 saw the Sheikli in Captain Prideaus’ 
Presence. The Sheikh suggested that we should go to the Shariat, 

T demurred against going to the Shariat on the grounds that his nephew, Ali-hin- 
Abmed, in conjucetion with the Mullahs Sheikh Jassim and Sheikh Ahied-bin-Mahzar 
had ordered the assassination of the Persians and put up the assault on us, and these 
same Mullahs are the “Shariat.”” 

My reason for saying this was that Mullah Sheikh Ahmed and Sheikh Beraini, his 
brother, were standing among the mob ontside the mosque looking on, and even’ the 
women came out with sticks or pestles, and Sheikh Ali's servante were mixed up 
well. I never agreed to go to the Shariat for a moment. Ben Jilal, tho Shoikh’s 
servant, did come to me the third day after the occurrence, and wanted to take me 
to Sheikh Jassim, but I refused, and informed Captain Prideans that I had done so. 

‘There is no Mullah here whose decision or arbitration we as Shias could possibly 
accept in this vital case.

WE have'received your Secret despsteh dated the 11th November, 1904, on the 
subject of the posting of a Political Agent at Kowelt, and in reply we have the honour 
to submit the following observations in explanation of the attitude which the Govera- 
ment of India have adopted in the matter 

2. On the Slat July, 1903, the Government of India, in reply to an inquiry from 
your predeceustir, expréaied an opinion in favour of the appointment of an Agent ; but, 
in view of objections raised by the Secrotary of Stato for Foreign Affairs, it was 
uldmately deoided to continuo the then existing practice of deputing an officer to 
Koweit from time to time from the Residency at Bushire, 

3, In tho early part of 1904, « now situation having ariven, in consequence of the 
armed intorvention of the Turkish authorities in the struggle being carried on in 
‘Central Arabia between Tbn Rashid and Ibn Saoud, the question of posting a British 
officor at Koweit was agnin raised, and on the 24th June you sanctioned the appoint= 
mont of an Agont in a telegram, in which no words were used which could be held to- 
imply that the appointment was only temporary. On the 28th July, 1904, you ordered 
Captain Knox to proceed at once to Koweit “in euch a manner that tnnecema 
atteation may not be attracted,” and this tolegram again contained nothing that cou 
ead 1 to suppose that the appointment was not to be a permanent one, 

4. Tn accordance with these instructions, Captain Knox proceeded to Koweit at 
the beginning of Auguat, and in a letter dated the 7th September, 1904, he was duly 
enjoined to act #o as not to attract unnecessary attention, but nothing was said to him 
ay to tho temporary nature of his appointment, Since then he appears to have confined 
himself oxclusively to the functions which he was authorized ‘by His Majesty's 
Government to exercise, but no doubt he has done or said nothing that would convey 
the jon to the Sheikh that his appointment was anything but permanent, 

5. Hence the arrangements in connection with the posting of the Political Agent 
at Koweit wore throughout made on the suppositioy that the appointment was of 
‘the character that we have described, and this policy appeared at the time to be 
agroed to by all parties. From the instructions conveyed to us, we do not see that 
‘any other inference was possible. More recently, however, the Turkish Ambassador 
Tins been informed that the appointment of a British officer to Koweit is only 
teinporirg, and we are requested to take measures with a view to the withdrawal of 
Captain Knox for a time. 

6. We have received this intimation with regret, since the present appears to us 


to bea peculiarly inopportune moment for the adoption of any measur that ay be 


thought to show weakening of British interest or a surrender of British claims in any 
part of the Persian Gulf. You will perceive from the correspondence which accom- 
panies this despatch that, though the Sheikh remains at present well affected towards 
the British connection, his attitude may, in the opinion of Major Cox, be altered, 
should existing conditions not he maintained in the future. 
Owing, apparently, to the failure of Thn Rashid to maintain his position im 
Central Arubia, and possibly to the bad treatment accorded by him to his Turkish. 
-auriliaries, the Porte seems to be seriously considering the advisability of confirming 
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Ibn Saond in Nejd, on condition that he accepts Turkish”supremacy. Major Cox

stcam-ship “ Epirus” at Suez, and that the vessel eould not proceed on ita journey because 
the captain had not got the wherewithal to pay the Canal duos, Instructions to pay 
thes dues were issued yesterday, but I wonld call your Lordship's attention to tho fact 
that the vessel was not intended ‘by the Turkish Government to convey troop: through 
the Suez Canal. 

‘She had been chartered to take troops from Confouda to Hodeida, but on going on 
board the men mutinied, seized and bound the officers, and foreed the eaptain to take 
them to Suez, This most unfortunate incident throws a Turid light upon the temper of 
the troops now being assembled. at Confouda and Hodeida for the pacification of the 
Yemen, and it is to be feared that Riza Pasha has an arduous task before him, unless 
the necessary funds to pay the men the arrears due to them are speedily found. "In the 
present instance the Turkish Government have accepted the inovitable, and rather than 
betray their weakness hy id the Canal dues for the “ Epirus," and have issued 
‘orders that the troops are to be landed at Mersina and sent to their homes, where th 
will be dealt with as may seem right, stores and munitions, should there be 
left, are to be returned forthwith to Hodeida ou the same ship. 

It is given out by the Porte that the mutineers are timo-expired men returning 
home, & story that is not casy of credence when it is known that all available troops 

being hurried to the Yemen with the utmost dispatc!
